Tomorrow? Who knows? 


The United States has ju st been wit­ 
ness to the first application of the 25 th 
Amendment, passed by Congress in 
1965 . which prov ides that the v acancy 
can he filled by presidential appoint­ 
ment confirmed by a simple majority 
of both hou ses. 
So now the specu lation starts and 
the interesting thing is that at the mo­ 
ment more talking is being done by 
Repu blicans than by the Democrats. 
Mr. Ford assu mes his new position 
after a qu arter-eentu ry of not partic­ 
u larly spectacu lar serv ice in the Hou se 
of Representativ es and the best that 
political insiders now say abou t him is 
that he’s a nice fellow’ with v ery few 
enemies. 
That’s not especially high 
approbation. 
Bu t President Nix on knew what he 
was doing when he named the Hou se 
minority leader on Oct. 12 to su cceed 
Spiro T. Agnew who two day s earlier 
had resigned in disgrace. 
The Pres­ 
ident was fu lly aware that had he 
nominated a more charismatic indi­ 
v idu al with a strong record of leader­ 
ship. the nominee wou ld hav e ru n into 
trou ble with the Democratic majority . 
Mr. Ford breezed throu gh the Senate 
with only three v otes cast against him 
while his margin in the Hou se was 
equ ally impressiv e. 
Democrats still are looking warily 
at the new v ice president despite the 
fact that he has said he is not inter­ 
ested in the presidency . 
The Democrats fear that Mr. Ford 
wou ld be u nbeatable for a fu ll term 


if he became President throu gh resig­ 
nation or as a sequ el to the impeach­ 
ment process. So they hav e main­ 
tained a low profile. 
Bu t in the meantime fellow Repu b 
licans hav e damned the new v eep with 
faint praise. 
Senator Percy of Illinois, for ex ­ 
ample. who has made no effort to cov er 
his presidential ambitions, noted that 
the former Hou se GOP boss is “strong 
on integrity bu t does not hav e the 
makings of a great leader.” 
“ I believ e." said the candid Mr. 
Percy , “that Gerald Ford wou ld he 
the first to say that on the basis of 
his record so far. he probably will not 
be pu t in the category of the potential 
greats among v ice presidents." 
Nev ertheless. 
Senator 
Percy 
too 
saw Mr. Ford as a formidable pres­ 
idential threat. He said ou t lou d what 
many of his peers were thinking — that 
there was a distinct possibility Ford 
wou ld become President throu gh 
“ a 
series of circu mstances.” 
Senator Jav its of New York was less 
circu mspect. Now that Mr. Ford has 
been confirmed, he said, “considera­ 
tion of resignation or any call for res­ 
ignation (of the President) will prob­ 
ably come to the front." 
With so many u npredictable 
ele­ 
ments inv olv ed, it wou ld be an ex ercise 
in fu tility to attempt to forecast what 
the nex t few weeks hold. It’s still a 
good bet that President Nix on will not 
he impeached and will not resign. 
At least, howev er, we hav e a “ man 
of integrity " ready to step in shou ld 
the abov e-mentioned “series of cir­ 
cu mstances" dictate a change in the 
presidency . 


F ro m Garbag e Co m es P o w er 


The crisis is dev eloping many ideas 
for adding energy bu t none so down-to- 
earth as garbage-or trash-into-power. 
Federal estimates are that ev entu ally 
the nation might be able to get a 
qu adrillion British Thermal u nits of 
energy 
from 
garbage, 
an 
amou nt 
equ al to the nation’s entire consu mp­ 
tion for residential and commercial 
lighting. 
Gov ernment officials and u tility rep­ 
resentativ es from across the cou ntry 
hailed the idea, both with reserv ations. 
Gov ernment officials like the proposal 
becau se it is a way of solv ing the gar­ 
bage disposal problem. Utility repre­ 


sentativ es are increasingly interested 
as the shortage of fu el worsens. 
There are objections. Garbage bu rns 
best in power plants designed to bu rn 
coal. 
Env ironmental 
officials 
want 
stu dies made of pollu tion that wou ld 
be released. 
For instance, 
plastics 
cou ld release poisonou s chlorine into 
the air. Most plans call for bu rning a 
fraction -of the garbage mix ed with 
coal. 
Fortu nately , for the last tw’o y ears 
garbage has been bu rned at a power 
plant in St. Lou is u nder an ex perimen­ 
tal Protection Agency . 
Many of the 
qu estions can be answered by this ex ­ 
periment.
